• Jn managing-~his voice 
tbe 
speaker 


when he is engaged in- earnest conversa- 
tion commonly nnd naturally falls iiito 
the best t"ne nnd manner for public 
speaking. Suppose >ou are sittinu about 
a table with a dozen friends a,nd sojno 
fcubject is started in which you are deep- 
ly interested. Yon engape in an earnest 
and serious dialogue with one of them nt 
the other end of the table. You are per- 
fectly at ease, not caring in the leas>t 
for your uiaoaer or tone of voice, but 
only for your thoucht. 
The tone yon 


adopt then will ordinarily be the -be&t 
tone for you in public speaking. 
You 


cun, however, learn from teaehers or 
Iriuidlj critics to avoid any Imrsh or 
disagreeable fashion of speel-u that you 
may have fallen into and that msiy be 
habitual to you in private conversation. 


Next, never strain your vocal organs 


.by attempting to fill spaces which are 
too laijjo for you. 
Speult fls loudly nnd 


distinctly as jou can do easily and let 
the more distant portion1) of jour audi- 
ence go. You will lind in that way very 
soon that your voice will incieiibe in 
Compass and po«er arid jou will do bet- 
tor than by a habit of straining the voice 
bt-yond its natural capacity. Be careful 
to avoid falsetto. 
Shun imitating tb<* 


tricks of speech of other oratois, <M eu of 
famous and successful orators. 
These 


may do for them, but not for you. 
You 


will do no better in attempting to imi- 
tate the tii(ks of s-p>-e(b of uthei men in 
public ppenking thau in private speak- 
In;,1. 


Never make a gesture for the pake of 


making one. 1 believe that most of the 
(successful speakers vi horn 1 know would 
find it hard to toll you whether they 
lliowselvps make gestures or not, they 
lire so absolutely unconscious in the mat- 
ter. But with gestures, us with voice get 
touchers or fiiendly critics to point out to 
you any bud habit you iruiy full into. I 
Hunk it \\ntild be -well if our young pub- 
lic speakers, especially preachers, would 
have competent instructors nnd ciitics 
among their auditors alter they enter 
their profession to give them tbe benefit 
of such observations and counsel ns may 
b* suggested in that way.—Scribner'a.

When the tickets arc all given out,

• Cats are by nature dainty, even lo 
their cruelties. There IB all manner of 
feline grace in the way they play with 
mice. Cats suffer much leas from con- 
stant housing than dogs, although they 
run wild much more readily and never 
c<v''c get over their murderous In- 
stincts. A cat of fancy breed, as Mal- 
tese, Angora, coon cat or Manx, is a 
possession more fashionable than pre- 
cious. Each and several, they are no 
end decorative, but In affection, intel- 
ligence and playfulness they rank be- 
ow their black, gray, tiger marked 
and tortoise shell brethren. 


White cots are in general more sav- 


age and less intelligent than gray or 
ortolse shell.

L bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
T a fish bead is meat enough for a 
ay's ration. Supplement It with milk 
and bread or milk and mashed pota- 
oes, a cracker or two or a bit of bard 
rread lightly buttered and a few small 
wraee, as from chicken, game or chops. 
Cats as well as dogs suffer a plague 


C fleas. Oddly enough, cat fleas are 


unlike dog fleas, and if the two sorts 
f Insects meet upon one poor beast 
here Is a flght to a finish, ending com- 
monly In victory for the cat fleas, which 
re much bigger and more \oracious 
ban those found on the dog. If left 
o ravage unchecked, they soon reduce 
a sleek, healthy cat to a miserable skel- 
ton, suffering all over from eczema. 
To get rid of the fleas -wash with snl- 
ihur soap—sany good brand wblcb the 
earest sbop affords—comb out the fleas 
with a fine tooth comb while tbe hair 
s still wet, then rinse the cat well In 
njllk warm water, dry It with soft tow- 
Is and give it after tbe bath a saucer 
f warm milk with a teaspoonful of 
irandy or wblsky in It. 
A kitten 


hoold bare only a few drops Of spir- 
ts and be kept snug In a clean basket 
n hour after tbe bath. 
When the hair Is very dry, blow in 
.11 along the backbone some sort of 
good fine Insect powder, either lark- 
pur or pyrethruin. Rub behind tbe 
ars with tbe sulphur ointment direct- 
d for dogs. Next day brush out all 
he powder with a fine, close brush, 
omb the coat lightly, then part it 
along the backbone and rub with the 
ulphur ointment. 
For mange rub all over with the sul- 


phur ointment. Keep the cat confined 
o it cannot He In the dirt and after 24 
hours wash It well In hot soapsuds— 
ust comfortably hot, not scalding- 
rinse dry and leave alone. In three 
days, If the mange persists, repeat the 
•Intment and after the treatment give 
he cat plenty of catnip, either green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet. Catnip 
ndeed ought to be given always twice 


week. Burn infected bedding and 


'umigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
.hem well in bichloride of mercury. 
Let them stand six hours after wash- 
ng, then scald plentifully with boiling 
water and dry well before letting the' 
cat sleep In them again.—Washington 
Star.

There was a lot of seasonal It trading 


at tbe stores aud tbe number of summer 
people who visitecl the city was very 
large and the streets and shopping 
places wt*e Lnsy from early in the 
morning. 


A visit at the fitoree where the ofl>r- 


ings of the country and farms are dis- 
played is an interesting trip.

The shelves of the local marketmen 


are now loaded with good tilings. The 
fruit market presents a good variety to 
selee1. from. 
Strawberues are DOW a 


thing of the past and the few offered are 
natives, of only a medium quality 
Their place, however, has been taken 
by the raspberry, blueberry and the 
blackberry, which are sound and dry 
and are in splendid condition. 
Basp- 


berries are eelling from 12 to 18 cents, 
blaeberries 13, and blackberries from 
12 to 15 cents a box. Bed currants are 
plentiful and are in good condition. 
They are bringing 
10 to 12 cents. 


Cherries have also gone by, the few 
that are left bringing in tbe vicinity ol 
10 cents. Tho California fruits are in 
i ho market in good quantities and are 
very reasonable. 


Plums are bringing 10 cents a dozen 


and apricots 13 cents. Peaches sell in 
the vicinity of 20 cents a dcz>n. 
Ba- 


oanns are telling fiom 15 to 20 cents a 
do^en, fair quality, although seconds 
can be bad tor 10 cents. These are 
used by hotels and boarding houses and 
make a nice eating fruit, although they 
will not keep any length of time. Lem- 
QJS are lather scarce and bring from 
15 to 30 cents a dozen, according to the 
quality. 


Waterrnolone have not put in their 


appearance in large quantities. They 
are sound nnd of good quality 
and 


bring from 31 to 45 centa, according to 
tbe size. 


In market stuffs, peas are selling from 


5 to 7 cents a quart, or 50 cents a peck; 
beans bring 5 cents and can be had in 
large quantities, while wox; beans are 
selling for 7 cents. Turnips can be had 
at 4 cents a bunch; carrots at 7 and 
summer squash at 0 cents a pound. Cu- 
cumbers average about five cents, al- 
though they can bo had from 3 to 8 
cents. Rhubarb is plentiful and other 
vegetables can be bad at equally low 
figures.

AN HISTOBIC JAIL. 


The Institution at "Vork Village One 


of tb.e Oldest in the Country. 


Probably tbo oldest public building 


now standing in this country north of 
the old Spanisb possessions is tbo old 
ail at York Village. It is perfectly 
well preserved and its dungeon is ex- 
actly tbe same as it was in the early 
times when witches were imprisoned 
aud 0. public whipping post and stocks 
were familiar objects ii every colonial 
settlement. 


Other towns and cities may boast 


with considerable pride of their ancient 
landmarks, but York without a doubt 
possesses in its old jail an institution 
more distinctive aud peculiarly charac- 
teristic of the early days of our colonial 
life and customs than any historical 
property in the United States, 


As to tho exact date of. the erection of 


this old jail there is nothing in the 
town's records to show other than the 
fact that it existed as parly as 1652 when 
the city of Qtorgeanna becama 
the 


shire town York and its 
ownership 


transferred by tho heirs by the heirs of 
Sir Ferdinando Gorges to the Maasa- 
ehu=ett8 Bay company. Th" city chir 
ter granted by Gorges in 1G39 con- 
tained provisions for the holding oi 
court, and fixed th-i penalty of impris 
onmont for various misdemeanors, and 
tboro aro some who believe the jail was 
built before this time. 


In a way (hero me nmuy ruins of "an • 


ofont landmarks, such as the old mill 
at Newport, but tho old juil at York 
standing entire today to all the grand- 
eur of it« antiquity overshadows every 
thing olne, and d^Horves recognition an 
being, perhaps, the oldest and bent pro 
served building in the United States to 
day.
